NORTH BERGEN, N. J.—Anta-

Text Of Zionist Congress Resolution

ZURICH—Following is the text of the resolution adopted by 
the twentieth biennial World Zionist Conress: 

1. The Zionist Congress solemnly reaffirms the historic con- 
nection of the Jewish people with Palestine and its inalienable 


right to its homeland, 


2. The Congress takes note of the findings of the Royal 
Commission in regard to the following fundamental matters: 
First, the primary purpose of the mandate, expressed in 
its preamble and articles, is to promote the establishment of a 


Jewish National Home: 


Second, the field in which the Jewish National Home was to 
be established was understood at the time of the Balfour Declar- 
ation to be the whole of historic Palestine, including Transjor- 


dan. 


Third, inherent in the Balfour Declaration is the possibility 








of the evolution of Palestine info a Jewish State; 

Fourth, Jewish settlement in Palestine conferred a substan- 
tial benefit on the Arab population and has been to the economic 
advantage of the Arabs as a wi ole. 

3. The Congress rejects the conclusions of the Royal Com- 
mission that the national aspirations of the Jewish people and 


the Arabs in Palestine are irreconciliable. 


The main obstacles 


to cooperation between the two people has been the general un- 
certainty which, as stated in the report of the Royal Commission, 
prevailed in regard to the ultimate intention of the Mandatory 
Power and the vacillating attitude of the Palestine administra- 
tion. These engendered a lack of confidence in the determination 
and ability of the Government to implement the mandate. 


The Congress reaffirms on 


this occasion the declaration of 


previous congresses expressing the readiness of the Jewish peo- 
ple to reach a peaceful settlement with the Arabs of Palestine 
based on the free development of both races and the mutual 
recognition of their respective rights. 

The Congress rejects the assertion of the Royal Commission 
that the mandate proved unworkable and demands its fulfillment. 
The Congress directs the Executive to resist any infringement 
of the rights of the Jewish people, internationally guaranteed by 


the Balfour Declaration and the

Menuhin To Play 
‘Lost Concerto’ 1st Time

LOS GATOS, Cal. — Robert 
Schumann’s “lost concerto” for vio- 
lin and orchestra, which lay in ob- 
livion in the German Royal Library 
in Berlin for 81 years, will be 
played for the first time in public 
by Yehudi Menuhin, November 14 
in St. Louis. 

The concerto, product of Schu- 
mann’s last years, was placed in 
the library by the composer after 
Joseph Joachim, famous violinist, 
lic. Joachim was afraid the pub- 
lic. Poachim was afraid the pub- 
lic would not receive the work well 
and that the effect would be bad 
for Schumann. 

Young Menuhin and his father, 
Moshe Menuhin, were both excited 
at the discovery of the concerto and 
the chance for the violin prodigy 
to introduce it to the world. Ye- 
hudi wept at the beauty of the 
score when he first loked at it. He 
said he had never believed that 
Schumann, who died in an asylum, 
was insane, and that the concerto 
would prove he was right. 

The manuscript of the concerto 
was discovered in the library by 
Hans’ Stretcker, composer and 
music scholar, who sent photostatic 
copies to Menuhin. The violinist’s 
father described the work as “fill- 
ed with sadness and mystery,” 
with themes which indicate that it 
was studied by Brahms and be- 
came ‘the basis for his great con- 
certo, 


Groups Seek To 
Forestall W. Z.O. 
Plan Approval

ZURICH, Switzerland—Opposi- 
tion of a determined Zionist min- 
orty and non-Zionist Jewish leaders 
threatened to throw new obstacles 
in ‘tthe way of negotiations with 
the British Government on estab- 
lishment of a Jewish State, auth- 
orized by the World Zionist ‘on- 
gress. 

A Zionist bloc opposing partition 
‘of Palestine announced formation 
lof a political committee to check 
jon the activities of the incoming 
|Executive in its parleys with Bri- 
tain while Zionist leaders antici- 
‘pated a clash with the non-Zionists 
‘comprising fifty per cent of the 
| Council of the Jewish Agency for 
|Palestine, which opens its biennial 
imeeting here this week. 
| The Zionist anti-partitionists de- 
|manded that the Executive’s polit- 
‘ical department take no action 
‘without consulting the opposition’s 
jcommittee. Majority leaders de- 
iclared acceptance of these demands 
|was out of the question since it 
|would be tantamount to establish- 
ing two political departments be- 
|tween which conflict was ineviit- 
i able. 

Zionist majority chiefs suggest- 
led either that the Executive be 
enlarged to include anti-partiton 
members without portfolio, or that 
the Zionist General Council’s polit- 
ical subcommittee, a larger body 
than the Executive, be convoked 
more often and empowered ‘to give 
directions to the Executive on po- 
litical matters. 

Anti-partiticnists, despite a res- 
olution adopted by an overwhelming 
majority at the congress authoriz- 
ing negotiations with Britain, re- 
fused to accept defeat and held 
time would play in their favor. 
They said that many delegates who 
had voted with the majority would 
join the anti-partition group when 
negotiations with Britain showed 
the Royal Commission’s partition 
scheme could not be modified suf- 
lficently to satisfy those Laborites 
and General Zionists who had 
joined the majority at the last mo- 
ment. 

The anti-partitionists also expect 
bitter opposition of the Arabs 
against modification of the propos~ 





ied boundaries in favor of the Jews. 


These considerations make the op- 
position group firm in their de- 
mands. It is not known whether 
they will agree to participate in 
the Executive. Sentiment so far 
is against participation, especially 
since Dr. Chaim Weizmann, Zion- 
ist president, is anxious to include 
in the Executive members of his 
“brain trust” such as Professor L. 
B. Namier and Lord Melchett. 

Four important congress groups, 
including the laborites and the ma- 
jority group of the American del- 
egation, who had voted for the ma- 
jority resolution, issued a written 
statement to the Jewish Telegraph- 
ic Agency denying that they favor 
partition. 

“The fact we voted for the res- 
olution is under no circumstances 
to be interpreted that we approve 
partition,” the statement says. 

The non-Zionist opposition to 
partition is expected to be led by 
Felix M. Warburg of New York,

The Editor’s Chair: 

I question the wisdom of State 
Senator Jacob Weiss, of Indianap- 
olis, in his injection of the Jewish 
issue into the Senate controversy 
over the confirmation of Senator 
Hugo L. Black, of Alabama, for 
several reasons. 

In a letter to Senator Minton, 
of Indiana, which was published in 
the daily newspapers, Senator 
Weiss declared: 

“‘As president of the Indian- 

apolis Zionist district and an 
active Jew in all Jewish under- 
takings, I hurry to decry the 
methods of the opposition to 
Senator Black’s confirmation.’ 

I see no reason why Senator 
Weiss, as a friend or political ally 
should not hasten to Senator 
Black’s side when he needs the 
help of all the friends he can mus- 
ter. But Senator Weiss hastened 
to Senator Black’s side, not so 
much as a leader in the State of 
Indiana, but as a Jew. It cannot 
be gainsaid that as a Jewish lead- 
er, Mr. Weiss has done all and 
more than could be asked of him. 
When Mr. Weiss ‘stated he was an 
“active Jew in all Jewish under- 
takings”, he said no more than the 
truth. 

I doubt that Senator Weiss, al- 
though he is president of the Ind- 
ianapolis Zionist District, called to- 
gether his executive committee to 
find out if he could speak for what 
organization. I am sure that he 
did not ask the Jewish community 
of Indianapolis whether he might 
give the allegiance of the commun- 
ity as Jews to Senator Black. 

In answer Senator Weiss can 
with all justification point out that 
he spoke as an individual. Log- 
ically no one can dispute this con- 
tention. But whatever the moti- 
viation, all the people everywhere 
who read what Senator Weiss wrote 
(and no doubt for publication) to 
Senator Minton believe that he 
spoke for the Jews of Indianapolis 
and Indiana, That, of course, is 
not the case. 

Jewish leaders have a two-fold 
allegiance. It is an obligation forc- 
ed upon them by reality, and no 
amount of rationalization can ob- 
viate the real factors in the situ- 
ation. It is a pity that Senator 
Weiss cannot in all justification 
speak up when and as and how he 
wishes. 

Under the situation, however, I 
| think he might have given a sec- 
=/ ond thought to the implications of 
his letter and the situation into 
which he willy nilly thrust the re- 
mainder of the Jews of his com- 
munity. 
















The Great Betrayal 


ISHA B’Ab 1987 fell too early. 
Had it fallen on Wednesday, August 
11, Jewish people of the world could have 
commemorated the great betrayal by the World 
Zionist Organization on the same day as the de- 
struction of the first and second Temples. 

History is always extreme. The indefensible 
cowardice and reprehensible surrender of the 
World Zionist Organization will go down through 
the ages as the lowest depth of Jewish leader- 
ship in all Jewish history.

What Jew has not believed until the unfor- 
givable decision last Wednesday that Palestine 
was not the Jews’ own, once and again, for him 
to cultivate and to venerate and to build into a 
Utopia? 

For what else has the Hadassah labored? 

For what else has the Zionist Organization 
of America toiled? Who was Louis D. Bran- 


deis? What did he work for? And Jacob de 
Haas? And the mighty Herzl? And Stephen 
S. Wise, too? 


It was the Jewish homeland. It was Pales- 
tine as the land of the Jews again. Of course 
there was the Mandate. Of course there were 
the Arabs. But what were these obstacles to 
the impossible realization that had been the Jews’ 
hope previous to 1918. 

And after nineteen years? After so short a 
span, less then two decades, the World Zionist 
Organization votes to yield to the partition plan. 

Every delegate to that forlorn Congress that 
voted to dissipate the combined hopes of the mil- 
lions of Jews who have lived and died and fought

of the future,

ambition of world powers. But always unwill-

What heritage has the W. Z. O. left us? A 
cavilling to British imperialism? Cowardice ? 
Apostasy? 

Is not Jewish aspiration for world peace and 
humanity more important than English hege- 
mony over the Mohammedans? 

It may be true that, regardless of the de- 
cision of Chaim Weizmann and his entreating 
coherts, the partition would have been forced 
through. But since when have Jews bowed down 
to oppression because to run away meant to live 
against and fight another day. 

The partition has no regard for Jewish saf- 
ety, Jewish ability to rebuild Palestine, or peace 
in Palestine. It is designed solely to appease 
the Mohammedans under British rule. It is 
mercenary imperialism at its most repellant low. 
And does England care for the fate of the mil- 
lions of people whom she rules? No. Her only 
design is to keep the millions of her subjects in 
subjugation. To keep the Empire from the in- 
evitable fate of dissolution. 

England’s interest is England’s interest. The 
interest of the World Zionist Organization is the 
interest of tne Jews of the world. And the Jews 
of the World do not want to yield two-thirds 
of Palestine. The mandated territory is small 
enough as it is, without arbitrary butchering. 

It may be diplomacy, but even Machiavelli 
would have retreated before the stench of the 
W. Z. O. surrender. 

But the real answer to the W. Z. O. shall 
come from that generation which is even now 
beginning to assume power in American Jewish 
life. It is willing to face defeat, and it may be 
defeated. But never ingloriously. It will go 
down, if it must, fighting. 

Again the lost generation has failed. 

But now tthe silenced exasperation of the new 
generation need no longer be muted. 

The new generation rises up in protest. 

It is the Bar Kochba generation. Death is 
far to be desired to dishonor. 

Let Palestine be sliced into a half dozen 
pieces. Let the-mandate be torn up. 

The sooner the depravity of the World Zion- 
ist Organization is forgotten, the better. No 
other Jewish organization will dare follow its 
lead. 

The W. Z. O. has ostracized its own self by 
its cowardice. 


Comments On Current Topics 


The Boston Jewish Advocate Lauds W. Z, O. 
Decision—The Zionist Congress has done well! 

Scores of delegates from all parts of the world 
who come to Zurich excited, burning in their 
determination to cast back into Britain’s teeth 
the “insulting” offer of a “toy state,’? reconsid- 
ered sanely, and in the face of adverse public 
sentiment have adopted the wise move which we 


predicted. They accept the Jewish State in prin- 
ciple and are arranging for further negotiations 
with England to obtain explicit definitions of the 
State and more desirable boundaries. 

Never for one moment ‘should Zionists have 
found fault with the report of the Roya] Com- 
mission. Its statement that the mandate was a 
failure is. true, even though the fault lies with 
Britain. Its statement that Jews have brought 
great improvements to the country is true. Its 
recommendation that a Jewish State be estab- 
lished should- have brought rejoicing. Jews erred 
in believing that the suggested boundary lines 
enclosing a puny commonwealth were fixed. The 
Commission itself admitted that this was but the 
beginning and recommended that a boundaries 
commission be set up for the drawing of the 
lines. We have no fault to-find with the Com- 
mission; it offered us a Jewish State. Any com- 
plaining we may have to do, any demands we 
may wish to put forward, are for the boundaries 
commission, but we must first accept the prin- 
ciple of the Jewish State. 

The sage statesman, Chaim Weizmann, made 


the delegates at Zurich see this, and despite pre- 
conceived opinions, and the exhortations of a 
militant and stubborn minority, the delegates 


voted with Weizmann. The Zionists have signed 
away nothing in the process; they have not prim- 
ised to accept the “toy ‘state’; they have not 
promised to accept whatever is offered. They 
merely expressed their approval of the Jewish 
State idea and expressed their willingness to 
enter into negotiations for the establishment of 
that State in accordance with their demands, 

In this respect the Zionists have taken a jump 
ahead of the Arabs and now have a clear strate- 
gical advantage. If the Jews make Britain’s dif- 
ficult task any the easier, they will be rewarded 
for it. The Arabs who place every obstacle in 
the way of the British Empire will eventually be 
the losers. Instead of bucking England, we are 
playing along with it, ever viligant for our own 
interests, and certain that a friendly relation- 
ship will get us more than hostility. 

It is to be hoped that the minority at Zurich 
who opposed this step will not do anything rash. 
The bitterness of days of debate will soon wear 
off, and we have need of all our strength in the 
battle that lies ahead to obtain the best advan- 
tage possible, 

We should not consider that the Zionist Con- 
gress has accepted partition—that is a negative 
approach. We should feel that the Zionist Con- 
gress has accepted a Jewish State,and now with 
optimism and hope work for enlargement of the 
still pliant boundaries of that State.

Copeland Says 
U.S. Is Involved 


By Jewish Telegraphic Agency 
WASHINGTON—Condemning Bri- 
tish proposals to partition Pales- 
tine as “outrageaous,” Senator 
Royal S. Copeland, Democrat, N. 
Y., introduced in the Senate a res- 
olution asking the Senate’s ‘“forth- 
right indication of unwillingness to 
accept modification in the mandate 
without Senate consent.” 

Introduction of the resolution 
followed a speech in which Mr. 
Copeland pointed to the possibility 
of “a distressing international ep- 
isode which may require serious 
thought by the American people 
and the American Congress. 

He was supported by Senator 
William H. King, Democrat, Utah, 
who condemned partition, declar- 
ing Britain was “dishonoring 
pledges and violating the Balfour 
Declaration” and asked a protest 
against the “perfidious policy.’ 

Mr. King announced that as 
president of the Pro-Palestine Fed- 
eration he had sent a long cable 
to the British Parliament protest- 
ing the “unjust and cruel” measure 
which, he said, warranted action by 
all Christians. 

Senator Copeland declared that 
the territory allotted the Jews in 
the proposed partition was insuf- 
ficient to maintain even a small 
number of Jews and that establish- 
ment of a small Jewish State might 
result in a war between the Jews 
and the Arabs. 

Great Britain, he said, has not 
done its duty in Palestine. Point- 
ing to Article 7 of the British- 
American treaty which stipulates 
that all changes in the mandate 
must be approved by-the United | 
States, Mr. Copeland said England | 
was “absolutely disregarding” this 
country. 

The Jews are having a “terrible 
time” in Germany, Poland and 
Rumania, comparable to _ their 
troubles more than 2,000 years 
ago, he said. At the time he not- 
ed a “distinct animosity” on the 
part of American consuls abroad 
in granting vises to Jews, which 
he said, showed discrimination. 

The Senator asked an early re- 
port by the Foreign Relations 
Committee on his resolution so that 
the Senate would not “sit idly by” 
while England made “a_ scrap of 
paper” of the treaty. 

Forty-one Congressmen petition- 
ed Secretary of State Cordell Hull 
to advise the British Government 
that the proposed partition of Pal- 
estine was “historically and natur- 
ally inapplicable”. 

The petition, prepared by Repre- 
sentative William Citron, Demo- 
crat, Connecticut, with the cooper- 
ation of Representative John W. 
McCormack, Democrat, Massachus- 
sets, said partition was “totally op- 
posed to the spirit and the accep- 
tance of the mandate by the Brit- 
Government.” 
Expressing belief that Britain 
“has not fully and justly carried 
out the intentions and promises set 
forth in the Balfour Declaration,” 
the statement charged that the 
mandate was “not properly carried 
out” and that immigration was 
“unduly restricted.” 

The Congressmen deplored racial 
and religious persecution, and de- 
claring members of all denomina- 
tions in the United States “abhor” 
the oppression, urged that the 
Jews’ desire for a haven in Pales- 
tine “should be assisted by all hu- 
manity.”

NEW YORK—A total of 352 
cases of Catholic German refugees 
abroad, and 37 German refugees 
in America were handled’ during 
July 17, it was reported by the 
Committee for Catholic Refugees 
from Germany at its headquarters 
here. 

The Committee, which has head- 
quarters at the Leo House in New 
York City, was organized at the 
annual meeting of the National 
Catholic Welfare Conference in 
Washington, November 18, 1936. 
ts purpose is to cooperate with |

Since the formal organization of 
the Committee, its work has been 
made nation-wide, with hierarchy, 
clergy and laity in all parts of 
American lending moral and ma- 
terial aid. The Committee, which 
consists primarily of a group of 
Archbishops and Bishops, has ar- 
ranged to raise funds through a 
quota collection applied to all arch- 
dioceses and dioceses, supplement- 
ed by donations from Catholic or- 
ganizations.

by Catholics, Jews and Protestants 
will each be directed to agencies 
of their own faith. The Commit- 
tee has been actively cooperating 
with such agencies abroad and in 
America for some time. 

Emigration from Germany, or 
from other European countries 
where Catholics have been exiled, 
is arranged by the Committee, and 
provisions is made for lodging and 
employment in the refugee’s new 
country. Where employment is 
not readily available, loans are 
made to the refugee until he is 
ready to provide for himself. The 
majority of the refugees are pro- 
fessional people. 

Many of the refugees are vic- 
tims of the Nazi racial discrimin- 
ation laws, which-were intended to 
harass the Jews. According to 
these laws, Germans who have even 
a quarter part of Jewish blood are 
classified as non-Aryans, and suf- 
fer all the disabilities of Jews. The 
result is that many who have been 
Catholics for two or three gener- 
ations, and have lived all their 
lives in a Catholic environment, are 
being torn out of their environment 
and forced to leave Germany. 

The Committee does not carry on 
any propaganda work, and _ will 
only hold such meetings and affairs 
as may be necessary for fund-rais- 
ing purposes. Except for a few 
announcements, its work has been 
carried on quietly and without pub- 
licity,
